How ever,

home should try to have one law n, 
even though quite sm all, as n o th ­ 
ing can take its place for general 
use and play. 
especially 
w here 
there are children. 
T here arc sev­ 
eral ground covers 
th a t can 
be 
used elsewhere, which when e stab ­ 
lished are very little bother. 
Some consideration will have to 
be given to the location of the lawrn 
if one lives on a built-up street, as 
It has long ben the custom to have 
grass a t the front of the house. If 
all the neighbors have front law ns, 
it is better to have the sam e, u n ­ 
less one’* property is enclosed by 
a fence or hedge, a fence only a 
foot or two high Isolates the prop­ 
erty, and m akes it logical todo as 
one pleases about a ground cover. 
In th at case the g rass goes in the 
back as part of the out-door living 
room, and th at is the place w here 
one usually g ets m ost satisfaction 
from a lawn. 
Grass In Parkings 
G rass in p arkings is the m ost 
difficult to keep in good shape. It 
seems to dry out m ore quickly than 
elsewhere, and ta 
also 
often In 
heavy shade from the street trees. 
It is the p ark in g strips, more than 
the front law ns, th a t give beauty 
and continuity to a street, so the 
neighbors should be in agreem ent 
as to w hat they plant. 
Except for 
looks, 
law ns 
in 
parkings are of 
very little use, and so for various 
reasons, th is is the best place for 
som ething else. 
To be of real value, plants for 
groundcovers should have a good 
appearance all th e year, cover the 
ground well, and of course not grow 
tall. 
Flow ering annuals or peren­ 
nials look p re tty for th eir season, 
but usually leave the ground hare 
for some m onths. 
Also a large area 
of bright color is not so pleasing to 
m ost people. 
Som etim es low’-grow - 
ing shrubs are put In wide p ark ­ 
ings. p ro strate 
Junipers, 
yellow- 
flow ered hypericum #, 
cotoneastcrs 
and 
py racan th a# 
w ith 
their red 
berries, and pittosporum tobira. The 
last two have to bepruned at least 
once a year to m ake them spread 
sideways, and keep under 18 or 24 
inches. 
The parkings st Pom ona 
college, C larem ont, are so treated, 
and the appearance both close end 
looking down the streets, is very 
effective. 
E nglish Ivy 
English ivy. H edera Helix, is be­ 
ing used more and more in p a rk ­ 
ing* and instead of lawn. T here la 
nothing better for shade, and it 
seems to grow Just as well In the 
Bun. .T he plants can be bought for 
a few oents each, and are set I 1-2 
feet to 2 feetapart, staggering th e 
rows. 
They should be w atered like 
any shrubs, kept weeded and fe rtil­ 
ized, and in two years, should cov­

I’ve alw ays thought that som e­ 
tim e I d like to experim ent with a 
garden of nothing b u t perennials. 
It could be as beautiful a garden aa 
you’d find anyw here, from 
early 
spring to late fall. 
Almost as soon as snow had left. 
you’d have crocuses and anowdtop* 
poking their heads up to let you 
know spring had officially arrived! 
Then early in May you’d begin hav­ 
ing a regular parade of blossom*— 
long before most annual flower* 
were 
anywhere 
near 
ready t# 
bloom. 
F irst 
would 
come 
scarlet 
and 
yellow' masses of tulips and frag ­ 
rant. 
lilies - of - the - valley. 
Then 
you’d

And so into Septem ber, when one 
of the finest perennial* of all would 
come Into flower—your ch ry san th e­ 
mums. 
And with them would be 
your hardy asters and m any-color­ 
ed dahlias. 
And of courte the*# 
are only a few' of th* hundred* 
of varieties you could h a v e .... 
S tart Right 
Now here are some things th at 
should be em phasized about grow ­ 
ing perennials. 
I’ve found It hardly 
pays to try to 
raise them from 
seed. 
It’s 
very 
little 
more 
ex­ 
pensive to buy plants or bulbs from 
a good reliable nursery, and your 
results sr.) quicker and surer. 
In preparing the 
soil for p er­ 
ennial plants, spade it to a depth 
of six cr eight inches, and then 
pulverize 
it thoroughly. 
Mix In 
some com plete plant food, 
using 
a pint of it 
to each 
2& square 
feet. 
W ater the plants thoroughly 
w hen you’re putting them into th* 
ground, and keep them m oist for a t 
least a week| 
R em em ber 
this: 
Ju st 
because 
perennials are grow ing 
well and 
seem to need little care, you can’t 
v arieties 
don’t thrive unless you 
varieties 
don’t 
thive 
unless 
you 
cut th e ir flow ers regularly. Other* 
need to be tran sp lan ted now and 
then; 
Iris alw ays doe* 
better lf 
you take the bulbs up and se p t-at# 
them every third year or so. 
Some, 
like gladiolus and dahlias, ne»d to 
be taken indoors for the w inter. 
B ut m ost im portant, all perennials 
m ust be fed! All through the grow ­ 
ing season they’re draw ing eleven 
different 
food elem ent* from the 
soil. Sooner or later these elem ent* 
become exhausted, and unless you 
replace them the plants will d‘e. 
So I’d 
strongly 
recom m end 
th at 
you give your perennials a square 
m eal this spring. 
Use a plant food 
th a t supplies all eleven of the food 
elem ents they need from the sol*. 
in 
balanced 
proportions. 
Four 
pounds of it per IOO square feet 
applied to your flow er borders will 
keep them blossom ing strongly ail 
sum m er long.

aw ay for future use w ithout m uch 
trouble. 
Sw eet m arjoram , a favorite w ith 
the G erm ans, is an essential when 
dressing for th# goose or turkey Is 
concerned, end difficult to find, too, 
if you don’t have a supply of your 
own. 
One garden row Ie sufficient; 
and a fte r drying, the leave* and 
stem s are rubbed to pow der and 
stored aw ay. 
Basil, thym e and the 
savories are others th a t should get 
attention. 
Sage, the old standby for poultry 
dressings, is an ornam ental p lant 
as well, and m ay even be aet out In 
th# flow er garden until harvested 
for the w inter storage. 
Only half 
a dozen p lants are needed. 
C ara- 
-way seeds for cookies and roil*, 
and dill for pickles ar 
biennial 
plants th a t should be started this 
year for a supply th# follow ing 
season. 
Garden culture for these plants 
calls for plenty of room so th at 
each m ay develop fully.

IN 1804 the explorers, Lewis and 
Clark, traveled up the Missouri 
river, across the Rockies and down 
the Columbia to the Pacific coast. 
It was a long and tortuous route, 
but not until 1844 was an easier 
and more direct path found to 
the coast. 
That was the achieve­ 
ment of Capt. John Charles F re­ 
mont, who in 1856 was elected 
President of the United States. 
Frem ont had taught m athem at­ 
ics in the navy, and took up sur­ 
veying in 1838. 
He led a band of 
arm y engineers on his venture 
across the Rockies on a southwest 
route to the Pacific near w hat is 
now Los Angeles. 
He w as hailed 
as the "pathfinder” to California. 
Frem ont continued to explore 
the w atershed between the Missis­ 
sippi and the Pacific. 
His explo­ 
rations give him prominence in 
the stamps issued by the United 
States in 1898 in connection w ith 
the Trans-M ississippi Exposition 
at Omaha. 
He appears on the 
five-cent stamp.
